Dr. Bernie Krause records the Mountain Gorillas 


A Month with the Mountain Gorillas 


The Mountain Gorillas inhabit 
some of the most remote mountain 
regions of Central Africa. On Wed- 
nesday, November 16 at 2:00 and 
7:30 p.m. and Thursday, November 
17 at 7:30 p.m., Dr. Bernie Krause 
shares his experiences with these 
fascinating primates in his Members’ 
Meetings presentations, “A Month 
with the Mountain Gorillas.” 

Dr. Krause travelled to Central 
Africa with photographer Nick 
Nichols and spent over a month 
recording the sounds of the goril- 
las’ world. The trip was in prepa- 
ration for an exhibit of Nick 
Nichols’ photography entitled 
“Gorilla,’ which will be on dis- 
play at the Academy, beginning 
January 14 through April 30. Dr. 
Krause’s recording work will 
comprise the sound component 


of the exhibit. 

In his presentation, Dr. Krause 
will introduce us to environmental 
sound with a presentation on 
acoustics in the environment, ex- 
plaining the effects of sound on 
our lives and the animals around 
us. He will describe the difficulties 
he encountered in obtaining high- 
quality recordings of the gorillas, 
from formidable terrain and 
weather to the encroachment of 
the sounds of man surrounding 
the gorillas’ habitat. 

On December 14 and 15, Dr. 
John McCosker, Director of the 
Academy’s Steinhart Aquarium, 
will present “Sea Monsters: Real 
and Imagined.’ The Academy 
Store will be open before and after 
Dr. Krause’s evening lectures.

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West Coast Premiere of ‘Everest:

The Academy of Sciences is 
pleased to present the West Coast 
premiere of the new historical 
documentary, “Everest: The Mys- 
tery of Mallory and Irvine,’ on 
Tuesday November 15 at 7:30 p.m. 
The film explores the mysterious 
disappearance of George Mallory 
and Andrew Irvine, last seen 
above the clouds and “going 
strong for the top,’ just below the 
summit in 1924. The film com- 
bines modern footage from a 1986 
Everest Expedition that recreated 
routes from the initial attempts on 
the mountain with archival 
footage from the 1922 and 1924 
expeditions. 

George Mallory was one of the 
first to fall under the spell of Mt. 
Everest after it was discovered as 
the tallest of all mountains barely 
more than a hundred years ago. 
When asked “Why climb 
Everest?” he answered with that

route of Mallory and Irvine with 
letters, diaries and accounts, and 
addresses the controversial the- 
ories, evidence and possibilities 
surrounding the question: Did 
Mallory and Irvine make it to the 
top of Everest after disappearing 
up into the mountain mists and 
legend?
